France. This picture is appearing Tueg- 
day in newspapers of the Middle West, 
particularly the St. Louis Star, which 
reprints the illustration under the cap- 
tion “First Picture Published Here of 
‘Terrible Tank’ ’’ with the assertion that 
it is an “authentic photograph of the 
new British engine of destruction.”

Shakspearian Floats to Be

MANY VISITORS IN CITY 
Here for Ceremonies From Many 
Points Within a Radius of 
150 Miles. 


The thirty-ninth annual parade and 
ball of the Veiled Prophet, to take place 
tonight, brought visitors to St. Louis to- 
day from nearly all points within 150 
miles, reached by steam or electric rail- 
roads and from a number of places mors 
distant. 

The “fair and warmer” prediction 
made for tonight by the Weather Bu- 


reau indicates that the right sort of 
weather will prevail. It is a singular 
fact that the first Tuesday night in 
October is very seldom anything but 
fair in St Louis. Only twice in the 3 
years of the Prophet’s visits has it been 
necessary to postpone the parade be- 
cause of rain. In case of a postpone- 
ment, the parade is given on the next 
fair night. The ball in the Coliseum 
takes place regardless of weather condi- 
tions. 

The Veiled Prophet pageant, leaving 
the starting point at Twenty-first and 
Walnut streets at 6:45 this evening, will 
move through the principal streets be- 
tweel Fourth street and Grand avenue, 
and will make its entrance to the Coll- 
seum at about 10 o’clock. The parade, 
in recent years, has made a record for 
promptness. 


22 Shukspearean Floats. 

The 22 floats will represent scenes 
from Shakspeare’s plays, all except the 
first, which belongs to the Veiled Proph- 
et himself. 

Following the Prophet’s float will 
come the title float, which will present 
the Shakspearean theme. Shakspeare, 
high on the pedestal of fame, will re- 
view his greatest characters—Falstaff, 
Hamlet, King Lear, Macbeth, Caesar, 
Richard and the rest. Then will ome! 
Proteus of “The Two Gentlemen. of Ve- 
rona,” lamenting man’s one chief error, 


assassins in the Senate-House; the 
wrestling match in “As You Like It;’’

New York State tightened their grip on 
the milk supply today and caused a 


further reduction in the quantity sup- 
plied to this city, in their effort to com- 
pel the big distributers here to pay 
higher prices. 

The milk war, which originated with 
the organization of the Dairymen's 
League, has spread throughout the 
State. Reports tell of thousands of gal- 
lons of milk spilled in combats between 
the dairymen and the employes of the 
distributers, the picketing of crossroads 
in dairy districts and of farmers being 
held up and beaten. 

John J. Dillon, State Commissioner of 
Foods and Markets, who represents the 
League of Farmers, estimates that not 
more than 2% per cent of the normal 
amount of milk was shipped into New

City, at the instance of the St. Louis 
stock and “bag holders,” has been un- 
able to find anything in it but mystery.

It Was a Serial. 
“The Mysterious Bag’ was launched 
as a movie serial last winter in the 
Globe-Democrat. The story was printed 
in installments in the Globe-Democrat 
and the scenario was written by a 
member of the staff of that newspaper. 
Grocers who were‘enlisted in the ex- 
ploitation were induced to give coupons 
to customers who bought certain brands 
of goods. These coupons were supposed 
to be good for prizes the nature of 
which was to be made known when the 
last picture in the series would reveal 
what was in the ‘Mysterious Bag.”’ 
Contingent contracts were made. with 
wholesale and retail grocers and with 
the theaters where the pictures were’ 
shown whereby they were to turn. over: 
to the “Mysterious Bag” corporation a 
percentage of the profits which they 
made as a result of the scheme. 
The theory was that the exploitation 
of the picture and the giving of coupons 
would advertise the grocers’ goods and 
increase the theaters’ business. 

The “Mysterious Bag’ was not the 
“hit” it had been acclaimed. Despite 
the efforts of the promoters to keep it 
alive, it “‘got the hook’’ and was yanked 
from the screen long before the prom- 
ised prize-revealing climax, and no one 
in St. Louis ever learned what was in 
the bag. Local stockholders are said 
to have invested about $20,000 in the 
project. 

Failed in Kansas City. 

An effort to “‘put it over’’ in Kansas 
City was then made, but this also re- 
sulted disastrously. 

Van Raalte yesterday told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he did not expect to 
realize anything from his investment, 
which, he said, was made on the rec- 
ommendation of Haberman, his attor- 
ney. é 

Cohn said he would sell his holdings 
for 25 cents on the dollar, but would not 
reveal how much he had invested. 
Members of the Columbian Club are 
said to have been the heaviest investors. 

Cohn said lack of popular interest was 
the principal reason for the failure of 
the project. The expected profits did 
not roll in, and therefore the grocers 
and theaters could not be held to their 
contracts.

JAPAN'S CABINET 13 
EXPECTED 10 RESIGN 


Premier Okuma Said to Be 
Ready to Retire in Favor of 
Viscount Kato. 


TOKIO, Oct. 3.—The Nichi Nichi Shim- 
bun in an extra edition announces that 
the Cabinet of Premier Count Okuma 
has decided to resign. 

The Premier is said to have stated 
that he would recommend to the Em- 
peror the appointment of Viscount 
Takaaki Kato as his successor. 


The Okuma Cabinet was formed in Au- 
gust of last year. Its resignation had 
been expected for several months. It 
was forecast by the Premier in a speech 
last May, in which he indicated he would 
retire in favor of Viscount Kato. The 
Premier’s advanced age—he is 78 years 
old—has been given as the reason for his 
decision to resign, although it has also 
been intimated he would withdraw to 
make way for a man of bolder national 


policy. 

The Premier largely controlled the for- 
eign policy of his country, and has been 
assailed by the opposition for not “adopt- 
ing a more vigorous attitude toward 
China. On many occasions he has ex- 
pressed friendship for the United States, 
and in an interview several months ago 
said war between this country and 
Japan was impossible. Most of his active 
life has been spent in the public service. 

Viscount Kato has served as Foreign 
Minister and Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain. He took a prominent part in the 
negotiations which followed the pre- 
sentation of the 21 Japanese demands on 
China and also in the discussion with 
Washington of the California anti-alien 


land law.

HIGH COST OF LIVING 


MOUNTS WITH OCTOBER 


Prices of All Foodstuffs. Show 
Further Upward: Trend— 
Some Increases 100 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—Marked in- 
crease in the cost of living is shown in 
the rising tendency of prices of food- 
stuffs on Oct. 1, reports of which are 
just being received at the Department 
of Agriculture from the principal mar- 
kets of the country. 

With flour selling at prices higher 
than at any time since the Civil War, 
due principally to the shortage of the 
wheat crop this year, the cost of pota- 
toes has mounted for the same reason. 
Meat prices continue to advance, with 
prices being paid to producers of meat 
animals showing almost 24 per cent over 
what was paid a year ago. Butter, eggs 
and cheese all are selling at higher 
prices for this time year than they were 
last year and beans show an increase 
of more than 70 per cent, over a year 
ago, because of the short crop. Onions 
are more than 580 per cent higher, and 
cabbages more than 4 per cent higher. 

Prices paid to producers of farm prod- 
ucts increased 9.3 per went during Au- 
gust, while during the last eight years 
these prices have shown a decrease of 
about 2.1, per cent during that month. 
September began with the index figures 
of these prices 21.9 per cent higher than 
it was a year ago. 

Butter was selling about 12 per cent 
higher than a year ago, according to the 
latest statistics available today at the 
Department of Agriculture. The price 
was 1 cent a pound higher than*it had 
been in the last eight years at this time 
of the year. Eggs were selling 5 cents 
a dozen higher than last year, but were 
lower for the period than in several of 
the last eight years. 

Potatoes were selling 116 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 

Cheese showed an increase in price 
o? more than 23 per cent over a year ago 
and was higher than it had been in the 
last eight year, being 1% cents a pound 
more than the highest price in those 
years. 

Hégs were selling % per cont higher 
than a year ago; beef cattle more than 
7 per cent higher; veal calves more than 
10 per cent higher; sheep more than 8 
per cent higher; anad lambs more than 
20 per cent higher. 


Staple Foods in Chicago Advance 650 
Per Cent in Year. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 3.—Staple foods, such 
as butter, eggs, cheese, have in the last 
year advanced frearly ™ per cent in 
price on the Chicago market, according 
to reports today from dealers in provi- 
sions, and-even greater increases are 
shown in the price of potatoes, cabbage 
and onions. Potatoes have advanced 
from 48 cents a bushel to $1.4. Cabbage 
is selling today for $3 a barrel, as 
against & cents a year ago.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 3.— German 
forces have taken the offensive south 
of Dvinsk, near the northern end of 
the battle front in the east, attack- 
ing the Russian lines in force near 
Novo Alexandrovsk, the War Office 
announced today. They were met by 
an intense defensive fire from the Rus- 
sian guns, however, and forced back 
to their positions, the official state- 
ment declares. 

There have been reports for some 
time that Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg would center his attention on the 
Russian front and begin a great move- 
ment against the Russians. The Ger- 
man general headquarters has been 
maintained in the east since Von 
Hindenburg’s appointment as chief of 


staff. 

In the region west of Lutsk, near Za- 
turze, the Russians have scored a4- 
vances in stubborn fighting.

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TO KEEP WORLD AT PEACE 


British Statesman Says Pian Hardly Could Suc- 
ceed Without America’s Aid—Decries 
Spirit of Hatred. of Germans. 


’ 
BIRMINGHAM, England, Oct. 3—Vis- 
count Bryce’of Dechmont, former Am- 
bassador at Washington, addressing the 


Congregational Union today, decrigd the 
spirit of hate against the Germans and 
the talk of a lasting trade war. In con- 
clusion, he advocated a league to re- 
strain aggression and compel arbitra- 
tion. 

“If there is to be a recurrence of wars, 
becoming more terrible with the unceas- 
ing advance of science,’ he said, “we 
may well despair of the future.” 

Lord Bryce recalled that Premier As- 
quith, Lord Gray and A. J. Bal- 
four had expressed energetically and 
sincerely the need of such machinery as 
he proposed and said that several groups 
of thinkers were working out the plans. 

“To establish any machinery for pre- 
serving peace,” continued Lord Bryce, 
“would be impossible without the co- 
operation of the neutral states, and es- 
pecially the greatest of all of the neu- 
tral states. We have been waiting and 
watching to see whether America would, 
in view of the immense interests at 
stake, depart from her old policy of 
complete isolation and bear her part in 
the effort for securing a permanent al- 
liance for peace. An influential league 
for that purpose has already been 
formed there and now two momentous 
events have happened on which I dwell 
because ‘they have been little noticed 
here. 

Quotes President and Hughes. 

“President ‘Wilson delivered four 
months ago a powerful and luminous 
speech, in which he announced that the 
United States could not stand aloof 
from a movement in which the highest 
interests of manhood were concerned, 
and that he felt sure the people of the 
United States were prepared to join in 
any feasible scheme for the prevention 
of future wars. , 

“Two months ago Mr. Charlies E. 
Hughes, in accepting the nomination as 
candidate for the presidency by the Re 
publican party, declared with no less 
force and no less sincerity that he was 
convinced the time had come for Amer- 
ica to unite with European countries in 
a well-considered scheme for applying 
methods of arbitration and conciliation 
to securing general and permanent 
peace in the world. 

“Thus the heads of the two great 
American parties, distinguished men and 
the official exponents of American opin. 
ion, have promised the co-operation of 
their nation in this project—one of great 
difficulty, no doubt, but also of supreme 
importance, 

“Our people and the statesmen who 
lead our people could have no greater 
encouragement to address themselves. 
when the time comes, to the enterprise 
which thy have already pronounced to 
be necessary. I ask your help to bring 
the matter before the people and to 
show them how mueh we and every na- 
tion have to gain by removing the ter- 
ror and the danger of war, which so 
long has hung like a black cloud over 
Europe. The churches could do no more 
Christian work. 

“Let not this war have been fought.in 
vain! Let us search for and try to put 
into practice some scheme for reducing 
and, if possible, at last. for ending this 
oldest and most terrible scourge of man- 
kind.” 

People Demand Enduring Peace. 

Lord Bryce said the country was vir- 
tually unanimous in holding that the 
war must be pursued to victory s0 
complete as to open the prospect of an 
enduring peace, and added: 

“On the terms of that treaty the peo- 
ple will insist and ought to insist on 
expressing their opinion, and the 
churches must do their part in helping 
to form it.’”’ 

He declared that the precepts of Chris- 
tianity coincide with those of political 
wisdom, and that the churches should 
work for national unity and good feel- 
ing between the classes.

“But the talk we now hear about start- 
ing war after peace has been concluded, 
a new war of trade to follow the war 
of arms, has immense capacities for mis- 
chief. Such a trade war would prolong. 
would embitter afresh those hatreds that 
ought to be allowed to die and it as- 
sumes a continuance of those very things 
from which we expect our victory t? 
deliver us once for all. 

“Our main purpose will have failed if 
we do not secure a durable peace. To 
prolong hatreds would inerease suspi- 
cion, would lead in time to a recurrence 
to those very calamities from which we 
are suffering. If severe terms have to 
be imposed, let that be done only so far 
as is necessary for securing future 
peace, not in a vindicative spirit, which, 
in perpetuating hatreds, would end by 
relighting the flames of war.”’ 

Lord Bryce advocated that the princli- 
ples of nationality be respected as far 
as possible, especially in the cases of 
Poland, the Southern Slavs, Transyl- 
vania and Armenia.

3. That the Mexican troops guard the 
‘border on the Mexican side where there 
are no railroads in close proximity to 
the border. 

4. That a system of communication be 
kept up between the Americar and Mex- 
ican forces by means of officers de liai- 
son so that information may readily be 
transmitted and steps taken to head off 
bandits. 

56. That a reciprocal arreement be en- 
tered into giving the forces of either 
country the right to cross the border 
into the territory of the other on a hot 
trail within a given zone of 100 miles. 

Think Border Would Be Safe. 

The Mexican commissioners took great 
Pains to point out that they were as 
anxious as their American colleagues to 
protect the American border and tv 
make impossible the renewal of such in- 
cidents as the Columbus raid. They as- 
serted their belief that the plan proposed 
by them would achieve the purpose of 
the conference. 

In support of their plan they urged 
that under Presidents Hayes and Gar- 
field a somewhat similar arrangement 
had been in force and that in Gen. 
Grant's administration a reciprocal un- 
derstanding existed for either side cross- 
ing the border on a hot trail. 

They cited one instance where a party 
of American Indians, escaping from 
their reservation, had crossed the bor- 
der and carried off horses and cattle 
and two girls, but that the pursuing 
rurales halted at the border and sent a 
message to the agent in charge of the 
reservation without crossing the border, 

as they had a right to do. 

'. -This they asserted would certainly be 
. the case again under the agreement 
they urged, but their instructions from 
Gen. Carranza were to demand recipro- 
cal rights as far as crossing the border 
is concerned. This has been Carranza’s 
position from the beginning. 

It was also made clear that although 
the Mexican commissioners would be 
glad to receive any advice the American 
commissioners could give as to the solu- 
tion of their internal problems, they 
would not permit themse!ves to be dic- 
tated to and would resent any attempt 
to include such provisions in any proto- 
col which might be signed. They do not 
take the position that the withdrawal of 
the American troops must be. uncondi- 
tional, but they hold that American 
troops have no business on Mexican soil 
and they are presenting their plan for 
the protection of the border, so as to 
forestall any objection that might be 
raised to the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can troops, which is the controversy 
they have been instructed to settle first.

Dr. William Preston Hill, a wealthy 
retired physician, in an address before 
the St. Louis Medical Society Saturday 
night, declared the St. Louis City Hos- 
pital was infested with bedbugs and was 
otherwise improperly conducted. A 
Post-Dispatch + reporter -yesterday savent 
with Dr. Hill to the city hospital and 
Dr. John A, Pringle, superintendent, con- 
ducted them through the institution. 
In the women’s wards the beds were 
examined and the patients questioned as 
to food and treatment. No bugs were 
four™, and the women al! said the food 
was wholesome and sufficient. In. the 
men’s department beds in three of the 
third-floof wards were inspected for 
bugs, but none were found. Nor were 
there any complaints against the food 
or attention. 

The fourth ward visited on the third 
floor, a section of division 15, contained 
12 bedfast rheumatic patients. The beds 
were’ found to be infested with bedbugs, 
which, the patients said, had annoyed 
them for weeks. No other complaints 
were heard. Some patients in wards on 
the second floor said they had seen “a 
bug or two,’ but examination of the 
beds revealed none. 

Referring to division 15, Dr. Pringle 
said: “‘The nurse in that ward should 
have met this condition with proper 
measures, and, failing to eliminate the 
vermin, should have made a report. This 
was not done. We will employ effective 
measures at once to clean that ward. 
‘‘Bedbugs will get into any ‘nstitution. 
no matter what diligence is exercised. 
Thousands of persons from al! walks of 
life visit this hospital eath year, andi 
bedbugs are often carried in clothing.”

In the first annual St. Louis automo- 
bile parade, taking the place of the 
automobile shéw_as a festival week fea- 
ture, 110 bright new cars were driven 


through the West End and downtown 
streets today. Dealers were the exhib- 
itors. 

In the line of machines, extending 
over six blocks, there were cars to suit 
almost every purse, from the $345 run- 
about to the $8000 limousine. The pa- 
rade was headed by a band, which rode 
on a heavy truck, but played light mu- 
Bic. 

In the line were touring cars, road- 
sters of various types, limousines, se- 
dans, coupes, town cars, landaulets, 
cabriolets, convertibles and runabouts. 
On each car was a sign showing its 
make and price. 

Starting at Vandeventer avenue and 
Lindell boulevard, the parade moved 
east to the Lindell cut-off and thence 
east on Locust street to Twelfth street, 
north to Washington avenue, east to 
Broadway, south to Olive, west to 
Twelfth street, south to Pine street, 
west to Grand avenue and north to Page 
boulevard. From Grand avenue and 
Page boulevard the machines were 
driven to the St. Louis Fair at Max- 
wellton, St. Louis County, to be exhib- 
ited there. The cars were parked at the 
side of the road in the rear of the grand 
stand and attracted as much attention 
as any other exhibit. 

In the downtown district the parade 
was greatly impeded by traffic, especial- 
ly at street car crossings. This caused 
it to be split up into sections and. the 
line was not reformed until after Eight- 
eenth street had been passed on the re- 
turn. 


WOMAN AND SON SUE ESTATE

She Alleges She Was Common Law

J. Donahue, who alleges in the legal 
papers that he is a son of the late 
Seymour J. Hyde of Greenwich, has 
brought suit for $400,000 against the 
estate of the millionaire. Mrs. Theresa 
Donahue brought a conjoint suit for' 
$33,700 against the executors of the 
Hyde estate, which amounts to $2,189,- 
43. She alleges she was Hyde's com- 
mon-law wife; that he paid her $2000 
a year while they were associated and 
that he promised her that a similar in- 
eccme would be paid after his death. 
Mrs. Donahue was not mentioned in 

his will. 

Hyde was thrown from a horse 
February, 1915, and fatally hurt. 
was & years old. 

Albert J. Donahue, who was born on 
May 18, 1886, alleges in the affidavits 
presented today that Hyde supported 
and educated him in his youth and 
premised he should have a share in 
the estate. His mother is 48 years old.

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HARRY B, HAWES NOMINATED 
FOR THE STATE LEGISLATURE 


Former Democratic Boss Picked by Committee 
as Candidate in Third District to Succeed 
Felix McAdams, 


Who Resigned. 


Harry B. Hawes, known 12 years ag0 
as the political boss of St. Louis, was 


named today as the Democratic candl- 
date for State Representative from the 
Third District of St. Louis, to fill a 
vacancy caused by the withdrawal from 
the ticket of Felix (Fish) McAdams, 
nominated in the primary to succeed 
himself. 

Hawes’ name was put on the ticket 

by. the Legislative Committee of the 
Third District, which received McAd- 
ams’ resignation yesterday. The Third 
District is normally Democratic. 
In 1910, when State-wide prohibition 
was submitted to the voters of Missouri 
through the initiative, Hawes took a 
leading part in the campaign against the 
proposed prohibition amendment to the 
Constitution. The amendment was beat- 
en by 435,406 noes to 207,281 ayes—a little 
more than a two-to-one vote. 

In a formal statement Hawes made 
plain that he is not seeking the office 
to wage a particular fight against pro- 
hibition. He said that the office would 
give him opportunity to work for a 
good roads law. Hawes was one of the 
most energetic workers for the St. Lou's 
County $3,000,000 bond issue for good 
roads. For 18 months he said in his 
statement, he has been studying roads 
and road laws. 

[_xpects Attack by Drys. 
In concluding his formal statement, 
Hawes said: 
“A friend stated he feared, because i 
was counsel of August A. Busch, the 
object of my going to the Legislature 
might be assumed by some to be for 
the purpose of affecting the liquor ques- 
tion. / 
“A slight consideration of the facts, 
however, should dispel this impression. 
‘Every member, either Democratic or 
Republican, who will go to the next. 
Legislature from this city, will be op- 
posed to prohibition. All the present 
candidates in this district are opposed 
to it. In all probability there will be a 
preponderance of ‘dry’ sentiment in the 
Legislature, so that my vote or my 
voice would not affect the result if ‘dry’ 
legislation is attempted. 
“It is true that I am Mr. Busch’s per- 
sonal counsel, and the relationship is 
even closer, for I have been his inti- 
mate, personal friend for over fifteen 
years, and regard him highly both as 
a friend and as a citizen, so if assailed 
upon such trivial ground, I shall meet 
the issue squarely.’’ 
He referred to the plan of Daniel C. 
Nugent, Edward M. Flesh and others 
for building a system of model roads 
in a W*mile radius of St. Louis, and 


said he would like to see a comprehen- 
sive State road law, which would en- 
able the construction of such roads. He 
and others are now having the road 
laws of Missouri codified with a view to 
introducing in the next Legislature a 
comprehensive road law to take the 
place of the present ‘‘complicated, anti- 
quated and confused enactments.”’ 

Hawes said he would be able to do 
more good for St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, as well as for the rest of the 
State, by the passage of good road laws 
than in any other way. As to the pro- 
hibition question, he said, every St. 
Louis member of the Legislature will be 
opposed to it and there would be no 
particular advantage gained by his 
working specifically against prohibition. 
He said he thought the question would 
be decided definitely at the polls in No- 
vember. 

Although Hawes has a country home 
in St. Louis County, he maintains a 
legal residence at the Warwick Hotel, 
Fifteenth and Locust streets, making 
him eligible as a candidate from the 
downtown district. 


MYSTERY IN DEATH OF 3 WOMEN 


Inquiry Follows Finding of Bodies in 
Chairs in Ohio City, 

LANCASTER, O., Oct. 3-—James A. 
Tobin, Prosecuting Attorney, is investi- 
gating the mysterious case of Misses 
Agnes and Alice Smetters and Miss May 
Stretton, who were found dead seated 
in chairs in the parlor of the old “‘Smet- 
ters Mansion’ here Sunday night, on 
the theory that the women were slain. 
So far the police and Coroner’s inquiry 
has failed to reveal how the three wom- 
en met death. 

‘‘Without any supporting proof of the 
fact, I am inclined to believe that death 
was due to asphyxiation,’’ Tobin said.

When it became known last May that 
union organizers were working among 
the spar minerg, the two mining com- 
panies posted notices that they would 
not employ men belonging to a union. 
Twenty men immediately lost their po- 
sitions. Others began joining the or- 
ganization until 28 of the 6500 miners 
employed at the two mines quit work. 

Sheriff L. H. MeGinnis of Hardin 
County swore in extra deputies, and 
soon after there was a night fight in 
the streets of Rosiclare in which one 
deputy Sheriff and three men, said to 
be nonunion miners, were wounded. 
Violence again broke out on the night 
of July 31 when there waa a fusillade of 
shots. When the smoke had cleared, 
twv nonunion miners and one union man 
were found in the streets wounded. 

Twice Gov. Dunne has sent Assistant 
Adjutant-General Shand and James F. 
Morris, secretary of the State Mining 
Board, to Rosiclare to ascertain for him 
the true conditions. After each investi- 
gation these men reported that all was 
quiet, but each time the trouble broks3 
out anew within a few weeks after their 
departure. .

LOWER TAX RATE 
THAN MISSOURI'S 


That for Strictly State Purposes 
in Neighbor Commonwealth 
Given as 13 Cents.

TAXATION SYSTEM USED 


Candidate Gardner Is Declared 
to Be Mistaken in Statement 
Comparing Rates. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 3.—Frederick D. 
Gardner, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, is migtaken in his 
statement that the tax rate in Missouri 
is lower than in Kansas. 


The Missouri tax rate for strictly State 
purposes is given at 15 cents on each $100 
of valuation. In Kansas it has been 
12% cents on each $100 for several years, 
and in 1916, the taxes to be collected 
in November of this year, the rate is 
13 cents, the highest rate ever collected 
in the State. The following table shows 
the total] amounts of taxes collected for 
State and all municipal purposes during 
the past three years: 

1913—State, $3,371,988; county, $7,022,728; 
city, $5,076,659; township, $3,607,208; school, 
$10,245,912; drainage, $159,388; tot&l, $29,- 
483,883. 

1914—State, $3,381,757; county, $7,575,563; 
city, $5,461,201; township, $8,629,0v2; school, 
$10,792,487; drainage, $157,812; total, $30,- 
988,122. 

1915—State, $3,620,202; county, $8,537,711; 
city, $6,895,082; township, $4,309,728; school, 
$11,288,378; drainage, $198,466; total, $33,- 
849,567. 

The taxes to be collected for State 
purposes in 1916, which will be used to 
pay State expenses in 1917, are slightly 
less than three and three-quarter million 
dollars. The total taxes for the munici- 
pal subdivisions has not been made up, 
as not all the local levies have been re- 
ported. 

What State Taxes Pay. 

The State taxes are expended for 
purely State purposes. They pay the 
Salaries and expenses of al! State of- 
ficers and departments, the expenses 
and salaries of all the State schools and 
charitable and penal institutions. The 
schools and institutions have some fee 
accounts, from the sale of farm produce 
and the payment of tuition in the 
schools and the support of private pa- 
tients in the.institutions, but these ac- 
counts are small. 

The county taxes pay the salaries 
and expenses of the county officers and 
departments, maintenance of the jails 
and county farms, good roads and 
bridge accounts and similar expenses. 

The city taxes pay the same class of 
expenses within the cities alone, not in- 
cluding paving, sewer and similar pub- 
lic improvements, which are paid for 
by special improvement taxes assessed 
directly against the property. The city 
tax pays the interest and the sinking 
funds on bonds for water and light 
plants and the city general share of 
public tmprovements, like street inter- 
sections. 

The township tax is chiefly a road 
tax. 

The school tax is used for school 
purposes only. 

The drainage tax is strictly a district 
tax, being assessea directly on the 
property directly benefited by the 
drainage project. 

“There is no system of subventions 
in Kansas,”’ said S. T. Howe, chairman 
of the State Tax Commission. ‘That 
is, the State does not raise money by 
taxation for the purpose of distribut- 
ting a portion thereof to the minor 
political subdivisions, the State tax levy 
being solely for State purposes. 

“In Kansas the personal property that 
gets upon the roll fs assessed at its ac- 
tual money value. wf cours: , more prop- 
erty of the kind escapes taxation than 
is taxed, because, in the nature of 
things, property that is subject to tax- 
ation only when the owner permits it to 
be done, will be omitted from the tax 
roll in large amounts, but this is un- 
Coubtedly true of other jurisdictions as 
well as of Kansas. 

“City real estate is assessed very 
clesely at its actual value in money. It 
is probable that farm lands are not as- 
sessed o high relatively as personal 
property and city real estate. Public 
service corporation property is also as- 
sessed at ‘ts actual value in money. 

“The State tax rate in Kansas for 
the three years mentioned was 12% cents 
per hundred dollars of assessment. The 
averages rate of taxation in the State 
for all purposes for the year 1913 was 
01048995, fr the year 1914 .01103845 and 
for 1915 .01171334. The rates vary from 
approximately one-half of 1 per cent ‘n 
rural districts to 24 per cent in the high- 
est taxed city. This-last city rate is ex- 
ceptional, most of the city rates being 
below 20 mills.”’ 

Atchison, Leavenworth and Kansas 
City, Kan., are the highest taxed cities 
in Kansas. The total rats in these cities, 
including tate, county, city and school 
taxes, is slivitly over $2 on each $100 
of valuation. The highest rate is in 
Kansas City,” where there is a heavy 
drainage tax be-ause of the improve- 
ment work along, the Kaw River. There 
are many Kansas counties where the 
tota] tax rate for all purposes does not 
reach $1 on $100 of assessment, and in 
many rural districts without city or 
drainage taxes the rate is below ™# 
cents.

CAPT. BREUNER’S OFFENSE. 

Capt. John Bruner, for 25 years an employe of 
the State prison and described as one of the most 
efficient members of its force, has been dismissed 
by Warden McClung. The cause assigned by the 
Warden is that the Captain criticised the manage- 
ment of the prison. 

Mr. Bruner’s courage and readiness have made 
him a sort of specialist in preventing the escape 
of. convicts or recapturing.them after they have 
made their escape. It appears from his explanation 
that his criticisms were those of one on the inside 
who seeks an improvement in methods rather than 
of one prompted by disloyalty to the institution's 
head.

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CUTTING OUT MILE MIDDLEMEN. 
_ New York City aleo had a milk strike, but up 
State there is something Missouri does not have, 
a strong Dairymen’s League. : 

This league is now shipping 40,000 quarts of 
muilk a day to New York and selling it without 
the agency or aid of the city distributing compa- 
nies. A large amount of the milk is sold to gro- 
cers, who dispose of it to their customers, but 
the striking milk drivers are beginning to util- 
ize this opportune supply on a large scale to ob- 
tain milk for distribution along their former 
routes. — 

This plan for cutting out one set of. grasping 
middlemen is given organized support by a New 
York State official, for whom Missouri, unfortu- 
nately, has no counterpart—the Commissioner on 
Food. However, if the strike here continues, it 
suggests an effective way of fighting St. Louis’ 
Milk Trust. Under the system followed by some 
of the loca) distributing companies about all they 
do ig to furnish the milk. The drivers solicited 
new customers, kept the accounts, made the col- 
lections and were forced to assume responsibility 
for lost bottles and bad debts. With a reliable 
independent supply of milk, why could not many 
of the drivers cut off permanently all relations

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have value for increasing the usefulness of the 
Police Department as at present organized, even 
if they would not avail for reducing its personnel 
and cost. His suggestion for placing policemen on

Are Teutonic Wilson haters to learn to-love the 
Colonel? 
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SAM BLYTHE’S SATIRE. 

Sam Blythe’s “A Western Warwick” has been 
published in book form. At the time it was being 
printed as a serial in the Philadelphia Saturday 
Post, some readers saw in it a work having a pos- 
sibility of attaining as great favor as “Coin’s 
Financial School” of the 1896 campaign. 

This expectation has not been realized, but the 
tale remains one of the most readable of satires 
on American politics. Its characters are dis- 
guised and its incidents altered and exaggerated 
from the real incidents on which they are founded, 
but the work has a flavor of truth and strikes 
many true notes. No greater expose on the old 
stand-pat technique of President-making has ever 
been written. Some of the material of which 
skillful use is made might have been drawn from 
the present campaign, so typical are its déscrip- 
tions of methods by which the old guard fools 
the people. Its glimpses behind the scenes have 
instruction for thousands of unenlightened voters. 

One of the issues of the present campaign is 
whether the old system of putting things over 
will continue to have efficacy. If it is shown 
that Mr. Hitchcock as Eastern Warwick can no 
longer do the work which the Warwick of the 
West did and that Mr. Hughes cannot success- 
fully play the role which another ultra-respect- 
able man played under a different name in the 
book, a sad crimp would be put in the fustian and 
sham of the old campaigning. Perhaps one of 
the greatest services rendered by the Wilson ad- 
ministration will be to restore some of the older 
conceptions of President-making and destroy 
some of the more dishonest and ridiculous de- 
vices for accelerating sentiment by showing that 
they are so played out as not to be worth while. 
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As a war machine the airships may have to be 
dropped.

AQUATIO CHARLIE CHAPLIN SERIES. 
The luckiest of moving picture companies is 
one that included a submarine among its large 
assortment of “properties” and sent it in tow of a 
yacht to Miami, Fila, to render service in film 
manufacture. But watchful British cruisers pa- 
trolling the high seas sighted her, captured her as 
an undoubted German untersee bote far from 
home, and took her as a prize of war to Nassau. 

Of course, we must assume that her rapid-fire 
camera was operating all the time, preserving a 
picture record of what was going on. When it is 
understood that the capture of the property boat 
was probably the origin of the late report that 
the merchant submarine Bremen had been over- 
hauled and.taken to the Bahamas, it can be seen 
how these pictures are going to add to the gayety 
of nations—a veritable aquatic Charlie Chaplin 
series.

The robber who stole $70 in dimes and nickels 
which Robert M. Campbell had life in a tall glass 
ought to be punished to the full extent of the 
law for this crime, and then he ought to get 
about three times as many years with no hope of 
pardon or parole for the knotty point he left be- 
hind for the courts.

But, 
in behalf of Jim it is contended that he fs not a 
receiver of stolen goods, that his property was 
taken from him and property of another form sub- 
stituted. No intent on the robber’s part to steal 
from him could be proved, and, if Campbell gets 
the dimes and nickels back and suffers no loss, 
of what crime could the robber be punished, if 
caught?

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Prepared cotton held by manufacturers 
of explosives at the end of last year 
amounted to 80,483 bales, equivalent 500- 
bales at the end of arch, 18,933 bales, 
and at the end of June 22,895 ales. 
It is disclosed by the reports to the 
bureau that the loss in pescning cotton 
for nitrating purposes varied considerably, 
but was between 30 and 4) per cent. 
Based on an average loss of 35 per cent, 
the gross weight of cotton fibre used in 
explosives manufacture was 375,000 bales, 
rt oh ae de 600-pound bales last year, 
00 bales for the first quarter this 
year and 220,000 bales for the second quar- 
ter.
